COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In the Notice of Allowability attached to the Notice of Allowance mailed on July 13, 
2005, the Examiner provided a Statement of Reasons for Allowance. Although Applicants 
gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's Allowance of the present claims, Applicants do not 
necessarily agree with the Examiner's Reasons for Allowance.
